Ibs., labour. of carrying 
the box with one hand and neatly planting 
the pot atoes equidistantly along a row, some- 
times a hundred feet in length, according to 
the size of the field and the number of people 
employed, can be ima ined, . Still one gets

About it o'clock “comes a welcome: inter- 
jude, lunch, and vast cans of tea, jugs. of 
cider and piles of sandwiches, provided by 
the farmer, melt away like the : voy Byung 
before the sun. ' A short smoke and rest follow, 
and if you ean understand Jersey French 
vou will bear meré about the neighbours 
in that short half-hour than a month of ordi- 
nary working life.

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COMPLAINT OF CUT 
IN NECK. 


ACTION AGAINST HAIR- 
DRESSER ‘FAILS. 


(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE SULLIVAN AND A 
suRyY.) - Mhi : 


An action was heard, in which George P. 
Fleming, of Drimnagh ouse, 'Inchicore, 
Dublin, claimed damages against Austin 
Kane, of 25 Wicklow street, Dublin, for per- 
sonal injuries caused through the alleged 
negligence ot the defendant, his servants and 
agents, in cutting and trimming of his hair 
on the 25th September of last year. 

The plaintiff alleged that while he was 
getting his hair cut in the defendant's estab- 
lishment on the date mentioned he received a 
cut or nick iu the back of his. neck owing 
to the manner in which a haircutting machine 
was used. He suffered very severe inflam- 
mation at the back of his neck, which de- 
veloped into an extensive acute spreading 
cellulitis, with associated blood poisoning. 

The defendant denied negligence, and 
pleaded contributory. negligence on the part 
of the plaintiff. 

Mr. Joseph O'Connor, K.C., and Mr. J. F. 
Murnane (instructed ax Messrs. Gerald 
Byrne and Co.) appea for the plaintiff; 
and Mr, Finlay, K.C., and. Mr. 
O’Briain (instructed by. Messrs. James 
O'Connor and Co.) for the defendant. 

PLAINTIFF'S EVIDENCE. 

The plaintiff, in the course of his evidence, 
said that he had been going to Mr. Kane's 
establishment to get his hair cut since 1913. 
On the 25th September, during the process 
of cutting his hair with a clipping machine, 
the man who attended to him nicked the back 
of his neck, and went over the nick several 
times. The barber did not treat the nick 
in any way, nor did he tell witness about 
it. Before passing out of the:room witness 
mentioned it to Mr. Robinson, a friend who 
had accompanied him. His neck was a little 
painful in the afternoon, but he did not 
trouble much about it, and went about his 
business in the ordinary way for a couple of 
days. His neck gradually got worse, and a 
doctor was telephoned for. He was in bed 
for eight or nine weeks continuously. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Finlay, he said that 


he did not make any remark to the man who 


cut his hair about the nick, and a mirror 
was not placed at the back of his head to 
enable him to see how his hair had been cut 
behind. He made no complaint to Mr. Kane 
or any of the attendants about the nick, as 
he did not think at the time that it was 
Serious. . $ 
On the conclusion of the case for the plain- 
tiff Mr. Finlay asked for a direction in favour 
of the defendant on the ground that there 
was no evidence of negligence on the part of 
the defendant or his servants or agents, and 
that there was no evidence thot the condition 
found in: the plaintiff's neck was the result. 
of any negligence on the part of the defen- 
dant, his servants or agents. : 
Mr. Justice: Sullivan refused the applica 


tion.

The defendant was examined, and said that 
he had been carryi on busiréss at 25 
Wicklow sireet for 42 years. He remembered 
the plaintiff coming .into his establishment 
towards the end‘of last September, and sat 
thout seven feet from him while he was 
getting his hair cut.

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ILAYING DOWN GRASS| 
LAND. 


GRASSES AND CLOVERS 
TO USE. 


-“ 


From OvR AGRICULTURAL CORRESPONDENT. 

N laying down land~to grass, there is 
| among farmers in this country, still much 

to be learned as to the most. useful mix- 
tures of seeds to be included. It is well 
known that the grass which forms the best 
of our finest. grazing lands in Meath-and else- 
where is Perennial Ryegrass with a fair pro- 
portion of Meadow Fescue, These two grasses, 
however, are not necessarily the most 
economic for every part of the country. Most 
of our lands are not first class, and, sown 
these, Perennial Ryegrass has a tendency to 
die out sometimes after two or three years. 
In former years the practice was all too com- 
mon to include too large a proportion of 
Italian (which is an annual) in the mixture, 
which not only smothered out other grasses, 
but left the ground very bare in the second 
and third years before the remaining grasses 
and clovers had become established. 

Why Include italian? 

When - sowing down land to permanent 
pasture, most of our farmers now include a 
small percentage of Italian, while experiments 
have shown that if Italian be . eliminated 
altogether, the crop of hay, evén in the first 
season is as heavy as if Italian had been in- 
cluded. 
other plants; but in the net weight of hay, a 
larger quantity is ebtainmed-—from the use of 
Perennial. Accordingly, except in short leas, 
we would be disposed to eliminate Italian 
altogether. 

Where land is reasonably good and loomy 
without being waterlogged, we also suggest 
the inclusion of a fair amount of Meadow 
Fescue, but this grass will not do so well on 
thin light land. On the better class lands 
also, 2 to 3ib. Meadow Foxtail per acre make 
a useful addition; with 2 to 3lb. of Rough 
Stalked Meadow Grass. The last-named 
grass creates ‘a good bottom, but is not really 
needed where. Perennial Ryegrass, ean be 
relied upon to give á good covering. Ofte of 
the latter grasses, ate a small quantity of 
Crested Dogstail may be used to replace it. 
These grasses will provide pasture for the 
greater part of the season. 

For Second and Third Class Lands. 

When we come to the second and third 
class lands which comprise the greater part 
of the country, we have to use somewhat 
different mixtures. ...We can still employ nearly 
half of Perennial. in the mixture, but instead ol 
Foxtail and. Dogstail, resort must be had 
to Timothy, one of the cheapest seeds, where 
the land will be meadowed to any extent, 
and to Cocksfoot, where heavy grazing will 
result. On the poorest class of land, Cocks- 
foot is indispensable. 

In addition to the grass seeds, discretion 
has also to be used with clovers. On the 
hetter class lands, some late-flowering Red 
Cloyer and Wild White will be quite ample. 
Other.-clovers . will not, really repay. sowing. 
On poorer soils, whiere ‘several crops of 
meadow will be taken, some late flowering 
led and about Jib. of genuine Kentish Wild 
White can form the basis. ‘To these can be 
added about 2lb. of ordinary white and 3ib. 
Alsike Clover, while; if- much -clover is re- 
quired-in the first hay crop, about 2b. ad- 
ditional of early flowering Red or ordinary 
English Red Clover may be included. 
Dominant Grasses, 

On the question of sowing down permanent

SCHEME to check infant mortality was 
A adopted by the County Wexford Health 

Board yesterday. Dr. Bastable, Count 
Medical Officer, drew attention’ to the deat 
rate in 1929, when 140 children under twelve 
months old and eleven mothers died in County 
Wexford. He explained that in the ordinary 
course births can be registered at- any time 
within three months. As twenty-six per cent. 
of the infants who died were under one 
month it was possible that they could have 
been saved by early attention, To énable the 
proper attention to be given, he suggested 
that the provisions of the Public Health Acts 
making all births notifiable within thirty-six 
hours be adopted-bhy the~ Board. ~ Also, he 
proposed. to establish maternity clinics, at 
which lectures would be given, and also 
through the voluntary nursing associations 
and child-welfare schemes already existing, to 
advise on treatment of children.

Che Inspiration of WCurders,

The large number of unsolved murder 
mysteries in England, and the abnormal! 
interest taken in them by the reading 
public in these and similar crimes is dis- 
turbing the minds of present-day social 
reformers. 

Attempts are frequently made to lay 
the blame on the, movies and on stage 
plays where murders are portrayed. The 
theory, I fear, can hardly be upheld ; for, 
as a rule, dramatists take care to incite 
the. wrath of the audience against the 
criminal. 

One of the outstanding murder plays of 
recent years is Mr. Robinson’s “To What 
Red Hell.”' Herein what is apparently 
a case of suicide by gas poisoning turns 
oat to be a case of murder by strangula 
tion. This play has special interest at the 
moment because of the authdr’s supposed 
indictment against conviction on circum. 
stantial evidence. 

Mr. John van Druten has a murder for 
his theme in “ Diversion,’’ and Mr. Allan 
Monkhouse in “ The Rag” introduces a 
similar crime. On the whole, however. 
murders are not popular in modern stage. 
crait—probably because it would be poor 
art to portray on the stage that crude 
aspect of passion which usually accom- 
panies a murder in real life. 


A Waterloo Cup “Hat Trick.”’ 


It is in a way appropriate that Lord 


50 | Lurgan, who has just ehtered his 74th 


year, should celebrate his birthday almost 
coincidentall; with the running of this 
year’s Waterloo Cup final; for his father, 
the second Lord Lurgat, was the owner of 
that famous greyhound, Master McGrath, 
which won the Cup on three occasions— 
one of the most remarkable performances 
in the whole realm of sport. 

Lord Lurgen is head of the Brownlow 
family, who settled in the North of 
Ireland early in the seventeenth century, 
and had their seat for several generations 
at Brownlow House, Lurgan. His lord- 
ship was State Steward during the Trish 
Viceroyalty of the Eerl of Cadogan, whose 
dauchter, Lady Emily Julia, he married 
in 1293. He has held the title for nearly 
fifty years. 

Lord Lurgan is a large landowner, his 
estates comprising something like 15,000 
actes, and he has a house at Hyde Park 
Gardens in London. He is financially in- 
terested in London hotels. and two years 
ago became chairman of the company 
owning the Ritz and the Carlton Hotels. 


Daniel De*oe 


The author of “ Robinson Crusoe,” the 
bi-centenary of whose death occurs this 
year, has been described as “ the typical 
journalist, only excelled by Swift at his 
best.” Defoe was born in 1659. the son of 
a butcher in Cripplegate, London. Very 
little is known of his early life, but he 
appears to have received a good educa- 
tion, and made his first appearance in 
public life as a political pamphieteer. 
One of his publications browght him to the 
pillory, where he stood for three days in 
July, 1703, surrounded by a sympathetic 
mob, who cheered him and drank his 
health. In 1704 Defoe published a weekly 
magazine, written by his own hand, which 
continued to circilate for nine years, and 
ran to 5,000 pages. During this period he 
also wrote eighty distinct works, which 
contained about the same number of pages 

It is not, however, to this extraordinary 
output that Pefoe owes his fame. In 1719. 
when he had reached the age of fifty-nine, 
he published, in two volumes, that master- 

iece of creative imacination, ‘* Robinson 

rusoe.”’ During the next twelye years 
he produced six tales, none of them mnch 
inferior to his best. Of these “ The 
Memoirs of a Cavalier’’ and “ Moll 


‘Flanders’’ are perhaps the best known. 


The power of Defoe’s style resides in the 
ccnvietion of reality which it arouses in 
the reader; he is so simple, so lucid, and 
go perstiasive that nobody could help 
believing him. He was already an old 
man—at least, according to the reckoning 
of those days—-when he became famous; 
yet all his writings overflow with the 
energy and vitality of youth. One of the 
greatest masters of English prose, he was 
also one of the earliest journalists, and 
wrote more in his time than the most 
prolific anthor of modern “‘ best-sellers.’ 
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loose and twisted, and the tongue, between 
intervals of yelling or hysterical singing, 
or blasts of some gibberish or other, was 
lolling about the mouth like some dead 
thing 

Though there is a severe restriction on 
the sale of this methylated spirit, the 
poorer class somehow matage to get 
quantities of it. They boil it first to re- 
move the colour, and then strain it in cold 
water. After a night’s intoxication on 
“spunk ” the head, tongue and general 
system are in the throes of a deadly sick- 
ness and thirst. The victim hurries for 
water, and the result is that he becomes 
drunker than ever, and remains for hours 
in a state of coma.

Dai!y Dangers. 


The recent official returns of road acci- 
dents in the Free State in 1930 indicate a 
welcome growth of caution on the part of 
both drivers and pedestrians. The total 
of serious accidents was 2,585, which com- 
parés. well with 3.627 in 1929. Motors 
were, of course, primarily responsible, but 
horse-drawn’ vehicles and bicycles also 
claimed their share. Next to motoring, 
the most dangerous thing one did during 
the last year or two was to stay at home, 
according to the British National Safety 
Council ficures. These show that acci- 
dental deaths for 1929 reached a new high 
total of 97,000. The increasé of two thou- 
sand over 1928 is charged against motors, 
which were responsible for 31,000. Deaths 
of children, however, scarcely increased at 
all, so that, perhaps,, the safety cain- 
paigns are bearing fruit. The death toll 
included 23,000 fatalities in or about the 
home. Over nine thousand of these te- 
sulted from falls, principally slipping in 
the bath sad on rugs. Burns, scalds and 
explosions ranked high. Curiously 
enough, home casualties were slmost 
exactly equal to those in industry.

THE INQUEST. 


The — was held. in Mr. Hassett’s 
hotel by Dr. O'Sullivan and a jury, who 
viewed the body. 

The Coroner, opening the proceedings, said 
that the law prevented them from taking any 
evidence whatever, except that of identifica. 
tion. Therefore, he poséd to adjourn the 
inquest until the case against any person or 
persons arrested “‘for this business’ is 
determined one way or the other. 

‘This is a ecrtel and brutal murder,” he 
said, “and jt has profoundly shocked the 
people here, and all over the country. It is 
a terrible blot on the fair fame of the South, 
and I am sorry to be here to-day to investi. 
gate it. It is a disgrace, and I hope that 
the perpetrator will be brought to justice, 
and that he will get fully what he merits, 
hecause if the full facts of the evidence could 
he disclosed to you here to-day you would 
he as profoutidly shocked as I was when I 
heard it. I am sorry that I cannot read the 
pathologist's report for you. It would shock 
any civilised community, I may tell you.’ 


FATHER’S EVIDENCE. 


The first witness called was the dead 
girl's father, Denis O’Sallivan, and as he 
approached the table to take the book, 
the Coroner said to him:—‘‘I need 
not tell you, indeed, that we are sorry for 
you, Mr. O'Sullivan. It is a terrible thing 
that & man of yout years should be deprived 
of your daughter in the full bloom of her 
life and in such circumstances, We are very 
deeply grieved.”’

BELFAST, Tutsday. 

HE remarkable growth of musical 
cufture in Northern Ireland during 
recent years is reflected in the develop- 

ment of the Belfast competitions, which were 
opened in the Assembly Buildings to-day. 
This year the entries number 1,347, repre- 
senting about six thousand individuals, most 
of whom are, of course, engaged in the 
choral ensembles. It

WICKLOW, Tuesday. 
HE Finance Committee recommended to 
7. Wicklow County Council yesterday the 
acceptance of the agreemént for the 
settlement of the Dublin and Blessington 
Tramway purchase scheme, subject to a modi- 
fication. The scheme, as submitted by the 
Committee of Management, after negotiations 
with the Ministry and with the guarantors, 
was detailed, and the report added that under 
the terms the Government proposed to advance 
by way of Joan over twenty years £22,000 
deemed recessary to purchase the present 
shareholders’ interests in the 4,000 shares of 
pat value of £10 each. Calculating the in- 
terest at £15,282, the Government offered an 
annual contribution of £1,900 to assist the 
Dublin and Wicklow County Councils in re- 
paying principal and interest, of which 
Wicklow s portion would be £1,266 per annum 
and Dublin’s £6335, and as Wicklow’s share 
was more than sufficient to meet the half of 
the loan, it was éxpected that no annual 
charge would fall on the ratepayers. 


PENSIONS. 


The pensioning of the forty-six employés 
under the Railway Act, 1924, would amount 
approximately to £2,570 in the first year, 
gradually reducing, to be borne equally by the 
tWo countiés on a county-at-large charge, ex- 
cluding urban areas, so that while the rate- 
payers of the Wicklow guaranteeing area 
would be relieved of the special rate of 2s. 2d. 
in the £, the county as a whole. including this 
area, would pay lid. in the £, but over several 
years there had been a debit balance accruing 
Over and above the 2s. 2d. rate, which would 
amount to £2,500 at Sist March next. This 
balance might be met by Wicklow County 
Council using its proportion of the proceeds of 
the sale of the property and assets, and 
Wicklow’s proportion (half) of the £1,200 at 
present lodged to credit of the company. 

The Committee accordingly recommended 
the adoption of the scheme subject to this 
modification, which they strictly emphasised 
as necessary preliminary. 

The Secretary said that the conditions were 
exceptionally good irom Wicklow’s point of 
view. 

Mr. O'Reilly proposed, and Mr. 
seconded, a formal resolution adopting the 
l'inance Committee s report and modifications. 


THE RATEPAYERS, 


Replying to members, the Secretary ex- 
pleined how the guaranteeing area would be 
relieved of the impost this losing concern 
had représented, and which had impoverished 
the district so fearfully. They would get back 
sufficient to wipe ont the £2,400 debt which 
the rest of the county had had to assume 
to give some little relief to the harassed rate- 
payers, and the rural area of the county would 
have to pay a 1jd. rate, reducing gradually, 
to pay the pensions. 

Messrs. P. Doyle, J. Kavanagh and other 
members objected strongly to this impost on 
ratepayers, who had nothing to do with the 
tramway. 

The County Surveyor, who had been con- 
nected -with the tramway for twenty-eight 
years, said that they myst remember that it 
iad been most seriously considered for years 
putting the whole charge for upkeep on the 
county. at large, and no Government could 
have resisted such a fair and just demand 
had it been made, Immediate repairs would 
cost them £5,000.

HEN the recommendation from the 
W Finance Committee for.the striking of 

a rate of 18s. in the £, a reduction of 
6d. for the ensuing financial year, came before 
Derry Corpotation to-day, Councillor Simmons 
referred to the world-wide call for economy, 
and proposed that a rate of 17s. 6d. be struck. 
They could not, he sa‘d, afford to increase 
their expenditure nor could they afford to pay 
a rate of 18s. as proposed. The city was 
at present overburdened with taxation. A 
reduction in the rate would mean a reduction 
of rent of working-class houses of 8s., and 
this Would get the kiddies a pair of boots. A 
reduction would benefit trade in the city 
generaliy, He urged the rationing of all 
municipal departments. 

Countillor Caldwell seconded, and criticised 
the proposed increase in the staff of the City 
Surveyor’s department. 

Councillor Bigger claimed that the city 
finances did not warrant the reduction pro 
posed, which might mean that a substantia! 
debit balance would face them next year, in- 
volving an increase of probably ls. in the £ 
in the next rating period. 

The Mavor said that an 18s. 6d. rate was 
necessary, but in view of the present con- 
dition of affairs the Finance Committee re 
commended a reduction of 6d. They were 
almost gambling with that 6d. If they made 
a further reduction they would be unable to 
Garry on. The City Surveyor, by his proposed 
reconstruction and .rédistri bution ef work, was 
making a saving of £5,540 per annom, repre 
senting 1s, in the £, on the rates.

Spring Days. 


The opening of the Lenten 
reminds us, 
Spring is at hand. At the moment, the 
most potent symptom of awakening nature 
is the epidemic of influenza which has 
swept over Dublin during the last few 
weeks. Everybody seems either to be 
stiffering or convalescent, and while, 
fortunately, the disease on this occasion 
has taken a fairly mild form, its ravages 
are widespread. The influenza has had a 
powerful ally in the weather, which during 
the last fortnight has run the gamut of 
nieteorological unpleasantness. Yet Spring 
is in the air. In the shelter of the Dublin 
mountains the flowering currant is begin- 
nine to bloom’ in profusion. Snowdrops, 
rather tardily, are daring the gusty winds 
of February’s harshness, while in parts 
of County Dublin and Wicklow the 
daffodil and the crocus are making a brave 
show. Already the days are lengthening. 
The golfer now can snatch an afternoon 
round, if he is sufficiently hardy to defy 
the wintry blasts that sweep the links, 
and the rare pedestrian is beginning to be 
seen once more in his week's end haunts. 
In a few weeks we shall have turned our 
backs on the winter, and shall be dssist- 
ing again at the annual miracle of the 
earth’s revival. Meanwile fires must be 
well stoked, and the daily wayfarer con- 
tinues to shiver in the’ city’s streets. Our 
mischievous climate probably has several 
surprises in store for us before it eur- 
renders to the increasing claims of Spring : 
but the flowers and the birds have begun

, «Music in treland. 

The opcning of the Belfast Musical Com- 
petitions yesterday recalls how notably the 
musical centre of gravity in Ireland has 
shifted within recent years. Some time 
ago there were three great feisanna—at 
Dublin, at Derry and at Sligo. Those of 
Dublin and Sligo continue to prosper and 
to attract ever-increasing hosts of entrants. 
Derry’s Feis Ceoil haa fallen on evil days; 
the burden of finance has proved too much 
for it, but, if it must pass, it will have at 
least the consciousness that it has done 
good work for music in Ireland: So far as 
the North is concerned the balance has 
been amply redressed by the rise of the 
great musical competitions held in Belfast 
and Ballymena. In the festival at Belfast, 
now under way, there are 1,347 entries, 
which represent nearly six thousand in- 
dividuals; for no fewer than 118 choral 


ensembles must be judged, apart from in- | 


dividual and part-song entries. “Thus the 
tradition of the feisanna not only lingers; 
but goes on from strength to strength. The 
difference is that it has suffered a re- 
orientation. Jreland’s musical energy no 
longer is scattered about every corner of 


Ahe island, but concentrated into the three 


counties of Dublin, Antrim and Sligo. This 
development, no doubt, is to the good, 
although there may be tears for the old 
parochial dissemination. A strange feature 
is. that at present Munster lacks - a 
prominent feis, While the three other 
provinces provide a competition of the first 
importance, Munster’s amateur musicians 
must seek alien fields to demonstrate their 
skill.. When this condition has been 
rectified—as it surely will be rectified —the 
feisanna, representative of all the qu.rters 
of Ireland, will serve their purpose b st.

For more than 150 years Cregg Castle’ was 
in the ession of the. Kirwan family, 
passing from father to eldest son throng’ 
many generations. ‘The grandsén of tue 
founder of the castle, Patrick Kirwan, vi 
Cregg Castle, in 1689 was Captain in Lord 
Bophin’s Regiment of foot in the - Irish 
Army of James II. The second son of this 
Captain Kirwan is described in D'Alton 
“ Bing James’s Irish Army List” as a dis- 
tinguished member of the Irish Brigade, 
namely, Richard Kirwan, who wes rent at 
an early age to study in France, but, 
preferring a. military life, he obtained á 
commission in Dillén’s Brigade, fought at 
Fontenoy in 1745, and was a favourite with 
Lord Clare and Marshall Saxe. The most 
famous owner of Cregg Castle was Richard 
Kirwan, LL.D.,- the scientist, who succeeded 
to it in 1756, “when his elder brother was 
Killed in a duel in Dublin with Mr. Brereton, 
Usher. of the Irish House of Commons. It 
was the scientist who built the pen wing 
of the castle. He also began building the 
right (castelluted) wing. 

Ww fhen Dr. Kirwan died in 1812, Cregg 
Castle became the property.of his nephew, 
Patrick Kirwan, by whom the whole estate 
was sold. The purchaser was a member of 
the Blake family, in whose possession it has 
been since.—Yours,. etc.,

Mr. Churchill said that the 
Minister a statement would give a very con- 
siderable and widespread feeling of relief 
throughout the country. He pees whether, 
in the event of any mission being sent, the 
House of Commons would have an oppor 
tunity of discussing beforehand the pro. 
posals of the Government, and whether 
definite information would: be laid before 
the House as to the exact scope and purpose 
of the mission.

Mr. Churchill—I cannot allow the matter 
to pass without asking the Prime Minister 
to define much more exactly what he 
means by that vague and menacing phrase.

fines for faulty work, a proper system of 
sharing work and material, so as to avoid 
wasting time, and payment of time and a half 
for all timn over a 44-hour week. 

As the workers in the factory are paid on 
piecework, it is not easy to draw a com- 
parison between the wages paid up to the 
time of the sivike and that which it is pro- 
posed by the managcinent to pay under the 
new scale.

ADEQUATELY COVERED.

A WOMAN'S SACRIFICE. 


DRAMATIC STORY OF A 
LONDON FIRE. 


A dramatic story of the fire at his home 
in Montague square, London, in which 
his wife and Miss Weir, a nurse, lost their 
lives, was told by Mr. John Roskill, K.C., 
at the inquest in London yesterday. 

On the night of the fire, he said, his 
wife, who had been nursing their son 
Oliver, who had pneumonia, was tired and 
went to bed early. But for his son Ashton 
he would not have been alive. Instead of 
thinking of his own safety, Ashton roused 
the household. ‘When his wife awoke she 
said, ‘‘ I must get Oliver.” 

Mr. Roskill said that when he returned 
from telephoning the alarm his wife and 
Oliver were in the bedroom. ‘‘ I had them 
both safe. The window was open, and we 

Oliver to it.”’. He then went to the 

sing-room window and shouted to the 
brigade. “I turned round and my wife 
was gone.” There was no doubt, Mr. 
Roskill declared, but that his wife died in 
an effort to save the nurse. 

Mr. Roskill attributed the 
defective flue in the next house. 

Evidence was given that the body of 
Mrs. Roskill was found on the landin 
between the first and second floors, an 
that of Miss Weir on the floor near a 
window alongside the one from which Mr. 
Ashton Roskill jumped.

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SAVING IRELAND'S 
RELICS,

WHAT THE GOVERNMENT IS 
DOING. 


Some sidelights on what is being done by 
the Free State Government for the preserva- 
tion of ancient buildings in Ireland were 
given by Mr. H. G. Leask,. M.R.1.A., laet 
nicht in a lecture to members of the Royal 
Institute of the Architects of Ireland in 
Dublin. 

Mr. Leask said that, jadging by what one 
read in the Press, the public had not much 
idea of what was being done in this direc- 
tion, The reason was that the work was 
necessarily slow, as it had to be carried out 
very catefully—in fact, very cautiously—on 
account of the nature of old buildings, and 
also because the supervisory staff, being so 
highly skilled, was very small. 

Ninety lantern slides of buildings in all 
arts of the country that have been repaired 

the Board of Works m the last four er 
five yéars were shown by the lecturer. Very 
skilful engineering feats, hé said, were those 
performed to keep Donegal Castle—a very 
tall building, with bad fowndations—from 
sliding into the river, and the strengthening 
of the tower of St. Francis Friary, Kilkenny, 
which was in danger of collapsing, with re- 
inforced concrete. Clara Castle, in County 
Kilkenny, which has all its floors still intact, 
was cited as an interesting example of 4 
fifteenth century dwelling. 

The exhibit of most local interest, said 
Mr. Leask, was Dunsoughley Castle, County 
Dublin, with its unique oak roof—the enly 
roof of its kind now to be found on a 
fifteenth century Irish castle This has been 
repaired and, in part, restored. Iwo other 
notable achievements were the re-erection at 
Killaloe of St. Loua'’s Church, which had 
been taken off an island now submerged in 
the Shannon, and restored as nearly’ as 
possible to its original state, and the excava- 
tions in connection with the repair of a 
Domitiican abbey at Rathfran, County Mayo, 
which revealed the presence of many large 
@uiildings whose existence had been unknown. 

Pictures also were shown of Monaincha 
Church, near Roscrea; Killeshin Church, 
County Carlow; Holy Cross Abbey, Tip- 
perary; Taghmon Church, County West- 
meath; Lisloughtin Abbey, County Kerry ; 
Kerrigaphooca Castle, County Cork, and 
Carndonagh Cross, County Donegal, about 
each of which the lecturer related interesting 
facts.
